"At 4.50 o'clock Saturday 'morning 


when we were 30 miles to the westward 
of TiUainook light on the coast of 
Oregon an our way to this port. Second 
Officer Itecse reported to me that the 
ship was un fire. 
I hastened from my 


state room and rang the fire alarm. 
Getting 
all 
hands 
on 
deck 
they 


started to fight the firo. which 
was 


located In the after saloon. 
When I 


came on deck the flames were shooting" 
iO feet high out of the saloon sky- 
light. 
AVo commenced 
pluying water 
in the fire but it continued to gather 
headway until the whole after part of 
the ship was in flames. 
"When it look- 


ed impossible to keep the fire under 
control I gave orders to clear away 
the boats filling those on the starboard 
side with women and children. At this 
iirne it seemed impossible to save the 
ship. Finally the starboard boats were 
lowered Into the. water. One of them 
in charge of Second Steward Savage 
was stove in and later upset, the other 
boats going to the rescue. 


"I do not know lust how mony per- 


sons were In the various boats lowered, 
though possibly there were 60.

Interesting Talk by B. 


R. Marsh 


WHO TRAVELED IN THE 


DISGUISE OF'A TRAMP 


He Spoke Before Woman's 


Club 


"Homeless Men 
at 
Home 
and 


Abroad," 
was the subject 
of 
Mr. 


Benj. R. • Marsh's address before the 
Middlesex Women's club yesterday af- 
ternoon. Mr. Marsh, whose home Is 
In Philadelphia, disguised as a tramp, 
traveled this count ry and 
Europe, 


sleeping, eating and living with hoboes. 
He was looking for a story of tramp 
life and he had heard BO much derog- 
atory to the hobo that he determined 
to get the hobo's side of the 
ques- 
tion. Mr. Marsh is an easy and in- 
teresting talker. Speaking of tramps, 
he said: 


"By Inquiry of the employers, pas- 


tors, teachers, relatives and friends of 
US tramps reliable data has been ob- 
tained; of the number invest!gated, 94 
had never married, 13 were divorced, 3 
widowers, and 1 was living apart from 
his wife; 
18 were between 14 and 20 


years of age, 76 between 20 and 40. 18 
ranged from 40 to 45, and but S were 
between 55 and 70 years of age; 62 
left school voluntarily, 23 were ohligfd 
to do ao to help support the family. 
Only 10 had any technical training; 33 
had served an apprenticeship. Of the 
118 cases, unfavorable reports 
came 


concerning the characters of 37, favor- 
able reports from 31. Six had been 
J.h prison. 


"If any person suffers from nervous 


diseases, he is advised to 
Join 
the 
tramp army, for the hoboes are singu- 
larly free from all maladies of that 
furir.. The American tramps in -the 
118 outnumber those" from other na- 
tions; 116 could rea-d and write, 34 
had 
occupations; 
the others were 


merely day laborers. All but 8 were 
from families of religious inclinations; 
106 of the number had been employed 
but had given up work during the last 
six 
month?. 
The highest average 
wages 
they had received was $13.93 


per week. Of the references given to 
the members of the company. 88 were 
pood workmen. 37 medium and indif- 
ferent; 13 could get employment 
If 


they desired; 
3 out of 
the 118 were 


members of a union. 4 others had been 
but their membership had 
elapsed. 


About 
half 
the 
company became 


tramps through Intemperance." 


Mr. Marsh said 
some 
mendicants 


made as much as $2500 a year begging. 
A large proportion of the beggars are 
criminals between times; they are the 
temporary l^pgarn. 
It Is Mr. Miirpli's opinion that the 


lack of definite technical training In 
the public schools is responsible for 
a very large number of the "Knights 
of the Road." Latin and Greek are 
taught In the High school a. but manual 
training Is.not encouraged aa it should 
be. A very practical cause of the large 
number of wanderers is the poor cook- 
ing of-the wives. Misapplied philan- 
thropy is a very prominent reason why 
tramps exist. Money can be secured 
so easily, by working upon the sym- 
pathies of people that as one tramp 
said: 
"It was flying in the face of 


Providence to work." Some methods of 
mission work have done more harm 
than good by fostering this spirit of 
getting something 
for 
nothing. 
In 


some localities, notably London, it has 
been 
extremely difficult to keep the 


Salvation Army shelters up to a decent 
degree of cleanliness. The tramps, as 
one acknowledged, do not favor the 
Salvation Army quarters to a great 
extent, "because the workers there ex- 
pect one to believe womothing he does- 
n't believe. They like to go 
where 


they can give some return for what 
they get." But many come simply for 
the "loaves and fishes." 
It 
is 
ex- 


pected the tramp goes to barracks for 
spiritual food, but when asked il' such 
was the case, one replied, "Xot much! 
"We go for two or three sandwiches and 
coffee we get." 
It Is encouraging vagrancy to give 


money on the street. Able-bodied men 
have all sorts of dodges by which they 
obtain alms. Sometimes one arm bound 
to the body, and the beggar poses as 
a cripple. Mr. Marsh made the exper- 
iment and was able to get as much 
as $1.15 an hour, by telling a pathetic 
tale, and carrying one arm In a s'ingr. 


Pure, unadulterated 
laziness is an- 


other cause of vagrancy. The 
un- 


sanitary condition of tenements, and 
the great lack of proper supervision 
of 
lowering 
houses 
encourages 
this 


vice. The lecturer said Massachusetts 
wan ono quarter of a century ahead of 
Philadelphia, in the matter of legis- 
lation. SIncre 1S79, we have h.'ul a law 
nn the statute books forbidding:

There Feenis to be pome difference nf opinion as lo whether there la miy 


justification for the almost hostile attitude of our government towards Itus- 
pia In the war with Japan. So marked has been the American 
policy of 


obstruction to Ituesla and friendship to Japan that It Is openly charged In 
Russia today that tho United States Is. In a conspiracy with England and 
Japan nj^alnst her interests. The proposition made by Secretary Hay to the 


. .. towers to restrict the scene of hostllllles, to preserve the InteKrlty of China 


iihJ nlln- matters calculated to restrict the action of Itussla In land opera- 
tions, tho only moans left her to conuuer Japan-this with the swaggering 
attitude of our fleet fully Justifies Russia's rescntmRnt. As a result of this 
policy there IB already n practical boycott on American Imports.

the Russians will buy nothing from America that they can (?et elsewhere, 
«md nobody cun blnme them. 


The policy of the United Stales In this crisis has been 
Impolitic, un- 


diplomatic and hlphly ungrateful. When the war of the union was on and 
the north needed a powerful friend tc- offset the sympathy of England and 
France for tho confederacy, Russia Kcr.t her fleet to New York. 


But for the presence of that fleet it Is highly probable that England and 


Prance combined would have Interposed to stop the war and preserve the 
confederacy as a separate- nation. 


England nt that time was caterlnp; to the Smith on account of Its cotton 


supply and for other reasons. She felt that It would be better for her Inter- 
ests to have the union divided Into two distinct nations. 


In a recent Interview, published In the New York Times, Mr. Frederick 


W. Kewnrd, son of tho then secretary of atnte, UilhB quite plainly of the open 
efforts of England to brlnK about mediation In behalf of the confederacy. This

What was the purpose of that fleet? It was thought best that no official 
announcement of Its purpose should be made.

sagacious diplomat, and ho did not care to embarrass the Washington gov- 
ernment by proffers of aid which might offend other powers. 


' "He merely Instructed the Russian minister lo Ray he was sending tho 
(left over and that It was there' for no unfriendly purpose.' Tho public and 
the ogvornment felt morally certain that while Its help would probably not be 
I-ceded, It would be ylven If It were nestled. 
"It wnp rumored and believed generally that the comma.nderfi of the fleet 


had sealed orders which were not to be broken until they wore notified by 
tr:c Russian minister at Washington." 


Statements are quoted from Secretary Reward himself tbat prove con- 


clusively that he had a secret understanding with Russia that In case Eng- 
land either separately or In conjunction with other powers should inter- 
pose in behalf of the confederacy. Russia should stand by the Union cause, 


Ex-Minlster Hlpelow, who represented the United States at Paris dur- 


ing the rebellion, when ns\ed in regard to the attitude of "Russia towards 
the United States at that Critical period, quoted a single paragraph from a 
letter written by Charles Francis Adams, 
the 
American 
ambassador 
at 


- London, to Mr. Seward In November, ISfil. Tt conveyed the assurance of the 
- Russian ambassador that his country 
would 
resist 
unfriendly 
moves 


against the United States. 


When asked if the ships sent to the United States by Russia were In- 


tended, In ease of necessity, to be used for the assistance of 
tho 
United 


States, Mr. BlRelow said: 


"I .think they may have been Intended to give notice to the world, and 


especially. to France and Knrland, that the czar wfls not lo bo an indifferent 
spectator of this attempt to break up our Union, for in the first place he 
aent 'no ships of war Into southern waters, and when J. Q. C. La Mar was 
sent abroad by Jefferson Davis with a commission as minister plenipoten- 
tiary to the Russian government, he received notice before entering Russia 
that he would not be received." 


Here then is proof sufficient to convince the skeptical as to the value of 


Russian friendship for the United States- when the country was fighting the 
Bouthern rebellion. 


In view of the facia it is plain that 
any 
display 
of 
unfriendliness 


towards Russia by our government in the far eastern struggle would be 
the basest ingratitude. Several acts of this kind have already 
Incensed 


the people of Russia against this country and justly so: for our entire IMJ|- 
Icy seems to have been dictated by England as the ally of Japan. Tt I? a 
very serious matter and one which should be considered and even rectified 
by congress. 


We have no reason to show partiality for Japan. 
In observance of a 


neutral policy, we should have shown no unfriendly spirit towards either 
belligerent, but If we were obliged to show our sympathy in any particu- 
lar Instance, that sympathy should be for Russia., whose influence during 
our clval war prevented other powers from recognizing the. sovereignly of 
the confederacy. In all fairness, therefore, it may be said that but for the 
friendship of Russia during that war. the confederacy would have been up- 
held by Hngland nnd the results would have been two independent nations, 
Instead of a union of states, one and Inseparable forever. 
It Is tluie that 


Secretary Hay were, either driven from the cabinet or olse restrained In his 
anti-Russian tendencies. 
In offending Russia be has dono this country a 


positive Injury.

away back in 46 B. C. and the reshuffle 
by Pope Gregory XUI In 1682, has been 
to leave them very shy In birthdays. 


Julius Caesar began It when he In- 


troduced his reformed Roman calen- 
dar, adopting the sun's course of 366 
days and 0 hours to the year. Jn con- 
sideration of the quarter of a day 
which he considered necessary to com- 
plete the true year, he established tho 
rule that at the end of every four years 
a single day should be intercalated. 
His calendar was defective Inasmuch 
as the astronomers based their calcu- 
lations on the supposition 
that 
the 
solar year consisted of 365 days and 6 
hours, leaving out 11 minutes 12 sec- 
onds. So In 1582 there was a differ- 
ence of ten days made up of the ac- 
cumulation of odd minutes. Gregory 
then established the present calendar. 
Ten days were omitted, and It was or- 
dered that every yenr whose number 
is divisible by four should be a leap 
year, except the full centuries, which 
tn be leap years must be divisible by 
400 without a remainder. If not BO 
divisible, 
they should 
be 
common 
years. 


Ninteen hundred, therefore was not 


a leap year, but 2,000 will be. So chil- 
dren will not have to worry much 
about waiting another eight year in- 
terval between birthdays for a lone 
while.

For valor 
in the Hungarian campaign of 1848 he 
was promoted to the rank of captain 
and was attached to the 
staff. From, 
that time on his promotion was very 
rapid and in 1SB1 he had attained the 
rank of general. 
In the following year 


Van Xosvki lirst became officially in- 
terested in educational subject*, though 
he had made a study of thorn for some 
time, being appointed 
a member of 


the committee charged with the work 
of reorganizing the military schools. 


Gen. 
Van KorskI participated in the 


war with Turkey and in 1882 was ap- 
pointed minister for war. 
He 
was 


succeeded in that capacity in 18118 by 
ricneral KuropfUkin nnd General Van 
NovKki was appointed n member of the 
Imperial council. In 1901, General Van 
Novski was appointed minister of edu- 
cation.. Many of 
his suggested re- 


forms were opposed by the late min- 
ister of 
the 
interior, M. tjipitiguine, 


who was assassinated 
by a 
student, 


Balischanoff. April 15, 1902. 


Gen. 
Van Novak! resigned his office 


April 22, 1902, and was succeeded by 
M. .^engcr. Jt was understood at the 
lime that the immediate cause of Van 
Novski's resignation was his failure to 
obtain support in high quarters for his 
projects to reform secondary educa- 
tion, which he wished to be of a mod- 
ern character.

R. Marsh 


WHO TRAVELED IN THE 


DISGUISE OF A TRAMP 


He Spoke Before Women's 


Club 


"Homeless Men 
at 
Home 
and 


Abroad," 
was the subject 
of 
Mr. 


Benj. K. Marsh's address before the 
Middlesex Women's club yesterday af- 
ternoon. Mr. Marsh, whose home Is 
In Philadelphia, disguised as a tramp, 
traveled this 
country 
and 
Europe, 


sleeping, eating and livingwlth hoboes. 
He was looking for a story of tramp 
life and he had heard so much derog- 
atory to the hobo that he determined 
to get the hobo's' side of the 
ques- 


tion. Mr. Marsh Is an easy and in- 
teresting talker. Speaking of tramps, 
he said: 


"By Inquiry of the employers, pas- 


tors, teachers, relatives and friends of 
118 tramps reliable data has been ob- 
tained: of the number investigated, 94 
had never married, 13 were divorced, 8 
widowers, and 1 was living apart from 
his wife; 
18 were between 14 and 20 
years of age. 76 between 20 and 40, 18 
ranged from 40 to 45. and but 6 were 
between 56 and 70 years of age; 62 
left school voluntarily. 23 were obliged 
to do so to help support the family. 
Only 10 had any technical training; 33 
had served an apprenticeship. 
Of the 


118 cases, unfavorable reports 
came 


concerning the characters of 37. favor- 
able reports from 31. Six had been 
In prison. 


"If. any person suffers from nervous 


diseases, he is advised to 
join 
the 


tramp army, for the hoboes are singu- 
larly free from all maladies of that 
form. The American tramps in the 
118' outnumber those from other na- 
tions; 116 could read and write, 34 
had 
occupations; 
the others were 


merely day laborers. 
All but 8 were 


from families of religious inclinations: 
106 of the number had been employed 
but had given up work during the last 
six 
months: 
The 
highest 
average 


wages they had received wns $13.93 
per week. Of the references given to 
the members of the company. 88 were 
good workmen, 37 medium and Indif- 
ferent; 
13 could get employment if 


they desired; 
3 out of the US were 


members of a union. 4 others hnd been

Mr. Marsh said 
some mendicants 


made as much as $2600 a year begging. 
A large proportion of the beggars are 
criminals between times; they are the 
temporary beggars. 
It Is Mr. Marsh's opinion that the 


1nck 
of definite technical training In 


the public schools is responsible for 
a very large number of the "Knights 
of the Road." Latin nnd Greek are 
taught In the High schools, but manual 
training Is not encouraged as It should 
be. A very practical cause of the large 
number of wanderers Is the poor cook- 
ing of the wives. Misapplied philan- 
thropy is a very prominent reason why 
tramps exist. Money can be secured 
so easily, by working upon the sym- 
pathies of people that as one tramp 
said: 
"It was flying in the face of 


Providence to work." Some methods of 
mission work have done more harm 
than good by fostering this spirit of 
getting something 
for 
nothing. 
In 


some localities, notably London. It has 
been 
extremely difficult to keep the 


Salvation Army shelters up to a decent 
degree of cleanliness. The tramps, as 
one acknowledged, do not favor the 
Salvation Army quarters to a great 
extent, "because the workers there ex- 
pect one tojjelleve something he does- 
n't believe. They like to go 
where 
they can give some return for what 
they get." But many come simply for 
the "loaves and fishes." It 
is 
ex- 


pected the trump goes to barracks for 
spiritual food, but when asked if such 
wns the case, one replied, "Not much! 
We go for two or three sandwiches and 
coffee we get." 
It Is encouraging vagrancy to give 


money on the street. Able-bodied men 
have all sorts of dodges by which they 
obtain alms. Sometimes one arm bound 
to the body, anil the beggar poses as 
a cripple. Mr. Marsh made the exper- 
iment and was able to get as much 
as $1.15 an hour, by telling a pathetic 
tale, and carrying one arm In a sling.

When tho war of the union was on and 
the north needed a powerful friend to offset the sympathy of England and 
France for tho confederacy, Kiifsla went her fleet, to New York. 


But for tho prefUMiev of thnt licet H is highly probo-ble that England ami 


Franco combined would hnve interposed to stop tho war and preserve the 
confrilerncy ns :i ^eojirato nation. 


JOngland at t h n t time was catering1 to the South on account of Its cotton 


supply nnd for olhor reason*. Sim felt that It would be better for her Inter- 
ests to hnve the union divided Into two distinct nations. 


Jii n recent Interview, published In tlm New York Times, Mr. Frederick 


"\V. Seward, BOH of the then secretary of state, talks ciulto plainly of the open 
efforts of England to bring about mediation In behalf of the confederacy'.

"When Russia was asked by Prance nnd En-pi nnd to Join In prno-psalH for 


mediation or intervention, nhc Bteadfsstly declined to do 
PO, unless 
the 
;TJn1ted Slates should n»k her help. When, neverthelens, Intervention seemed 
to bo Impending, Russia sent a fleet Into American waters, and that 
fleet 


•pusseo the Summer and Winter there. 
What wflfl the purpose of lhat fleet? It was thought bent that no official 


announcement of Its purposp should be made. Prince 
OortPC-lmlcofT wan 
a 
sagacious diplomat, and ho did not care to embarrass Iho Washington gov- 
ernment by proffers of aid which might offend other powers, 
"He merelv Instructed the Russian minister lo say ho wns sending the 


fleet over and that It was there' for no unfriendly purpose.' Tho public 
and 
the ogvernme.nt felt morally certain thnt while Its help would probably not be 
i.«**dod, It would be given If U wore needed. 
"It wns rumored and believed generally thai the commanders of the fleet 


had sealed orders which were not in be broken until the.y were notified by 
tho I^usBinn minister at Washington." 


Statements are quoted from Secretary Reward himself that prove ron- 


cluslvcly that he had a soorei understanding with Russia that In wise Eng- 
land either separately or in conjunction with other powers should Inter- 
pose In behalf of Hie confederacy, Ruanla should stand by the Union cause. 


Ex-Minister BlRclow, who represented tho United Stales nt Paris dur- 


ing the rebellion, when asked In regard to the attitude of Russia towards 
the United States nt thnt erltlral period, quoted a single paragraph from a 
letter written by Charles Franrls Adams, 
the 
American 
ambassador 
at 


Jjondon, to Mr. Pewaril In November, ISfil. It conveyed the nssurartoo of tho 
Russian ambassador thnt his country 
would 
resist 
unfriendly 
moves 


against the United States. 


When asked if the ships pent to the Vnitort Stntes by Russia wore in- 


tended, in case of necessity, to be used for the assistance of the 
United 


States, Mr. Blgelow said: 


"T think they may hnve been Intonded to give notice to the world, and 


especially In Franco and England, that tho c^ar was not U> be an indifferent 
pnectator of this attempt to break up our Union, for In the first place he 
s<*nt no ships of war into southern waters, and when J. Q. r. La Mar wnn 
sent abroad by Jefferson "Davis with a eonimlsRlon as minister plenipoten- 
tiary to the Russian government, ho received notice before- entering Russia 
that he would not be received." 


Here .-then Is proof sufficient to ronvhu'o Iho skeptical ns to the value of 


Russian friendship for the United States when the country was light Ing tho 
southern rebellion. 


In view of the facts it in plain thai 
any 
display 
of 
unfriendliness 


towards Russia by our government in the far eastern struggle would be 
the basest ingratitude. .Several acts of this kind havo already 
incensed 


the people of Russia against this country and justly so; for our ontire pol- 
icy seems to hnve been dictated by England as the ally of Japan. Tt is a 
very serious matter nnd one whMi should be considered nnd even rectified 
by congress. 


We have no reason tn show pnrtinllty for Japan. 
In observance of a 


neutral policy, xvo should hnvo shown no unfriendly spirit Inwards either 
belligerent, but If we were obliged to show our sympathy In any particu- 
lar Instance that sympathy should be for Russia., whoso influence during 
our clval war prevented other powers from recognizing tho sovcrolgnHy of 
tho confederacy. Tn all fairness, therefore, ll may be said that but for the 
frlendshslp of Russia during thai war, the confederacy would have been up- 
held by Knglnnd ond the results would hnve been two independent nations, 
Instead of a union of states, one and Inseparable forever. 
It is time that 


Secretary Hay were either driven from tho. cabinet or else restrained In his 
anti-Russian tendencies. 
In offending Russia he has don? this country a

WHO CELEBRATED THEIR BIRTH- 


DAY YESTERDAY. 


There were lots of happy little boys 
and girls In thin city yesterday, for it 
was the 29th 
day of February -the 


first In eight years—and those children 
lucky or unlucky enough to be born 
on Saturday. Feb. 28. 189G, who are 
nllve 
celebrated the first anniversary 


of their birth, although they are 8 
years old. 


In the natural course of events folks 


Feb. 29 In leap year would 


-.rthday every four years, but 
the result of the juggling of the cal- 
endar by Caesar and hia astronomers 
away back in 45 B. C. and the reshuffle 
hy Pope Gregory XHI In 1582. has been 
to leave them very »hy In birthdays. 


Julius Caesar began it when he In- 


troduced his reformed Roman calen- 
dar, adopting the sun's course of 365 
days and G hours to the year. In con- 
sideration of the quarter of 
a day 


which he considered necessary to com- 
plete the true year, he established the 
rule that at tho end of every four years 
a single day should be intercalated. 
His calendar was defective Inasmuch 
as the astronomers based their calcu- 
lations on the supposition 
that 
the 
solar year consisted of 365 days and C 
hours, leaving out 11 minutes 12 sec- 
onds. So In 1SS2 there was a differ- 
ence of ten days made up of the ac- 
cumulation of odd minutes. Gregory 
then established the present calendar. 
Ten days were omitted, and it was or- 
dered l h a t everv ye.ir whose number 
is divisible by four should be a leap 
5'ear, except the full centuries, which 
to be leap years must be divisible by 
400 without a remainder. If not so 
divisible, 
they should 
be 
common 
years. 
' 


N'inteen hundred, therefore wns not 


a leap year, but 2,000 will be. So chil- 
dren will not have 
to 
worry 
much 
about waiting another eight year In- 
terval between birthdays for a long 
while.
